The blast blew Keen through 
the back seat, demolished the 
car and blew out one wall of the 
garage. A hobby machine shop 
also was damaged. 

Keen's totalizer company had 
made the “tote” boards for all 
major horse-racing tracks on the 
West Coast. 

He operated the old Belmont 
dog track and also the swank 
‘Town and Country Club dog track 
lat Bayshore City about 20 years 
ago before dog racing was out- 
lawed. 

Keen is survived by his widow, 
Sophie, who was in the house at 
the time of the explosion, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Cleo Walkup of 
San Mateo. 


Thomas A. Keen was one of the 
incorporators of the old Wellston 
Kennel Club on St. Charles road, 
dn St. Louis county, 25 years ago. 
At that time he lived at 4905 
West Pine boulevard. : 
Associates of Keen in the dog 
racing plant, which closed in 
1928, were Martin J. (Marty) Hy- 
land and J. Howard (Howie) 
Quinn, The incorporators spent 
considerable money on the track 
and drew large crowds during a 
limited season.

EISENHOWER SAID 
T0 OPPOSE ENTRY 
OF SPAINYO NATO 


Quoted as Saying Nation’ 
Will Be Kept Out as 
Long as He Commands 
in Europe. 


PARIS, Feb. 5 (AP) — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was quoted 
by an American labor leader to- 
day as saying that Spain does not 
have a free regime and would be 
kept out-of the North Atlantic

Ostashkov and Starobelsk—told

He said that of 6000 Poles at 
Ostashkov, only. 30 were freed. At 
Starobelsk, he said, only about 
150 of 4000 prisoners finally got 
out. Gawiak testified that photo- 
graphs of bodies dug up at Katyn 
showed clothing exactly like that 
worn by Polish prisoners at 
Kojelsk. 

Gawiak said some members of 
the present Polish government are 
“traitors” who co-operated with 
the Russians in murdering fellow 
Poles in 1940. One of them he 
identified as a “Gen. Wicherkie- 
wicz” who, he said, is chief of 
Poland's air force. 

Former Ambassador Called.

Col. John H. Van Vliet Jr. tes- 
tified yesterday that as a prisoner 
of the Germans he became con- 
vinced the Russians had perpe- 
trated the mass murders at 
Katyn. 

Van Vliet testified he has no 
idea what happened to the 1945 
secret report he made on the 
massacre. He said he turned it 
over to Maj. Gen. Clayton Bissell, 


peared from Pentagon files. Bis- 
sell is expected to testify later 
before the House committee in- 
vestigating the Katyn atrocities. 

Germens and Russians blame 
each other for the massacre. The 
site changed from Russian to 
German hands in the 1940-41 pe- 
riod when the mass killings took 
place. The Germans say it was 
done in the spring of 1940 by the 
Russians; the Soviets say it was 
in the summer of 1941 by the 
Nazis. 

Van Vliet, captured by the Ger- 
mans in Russia in 1943, was 
forced by his captors to view the 
exhumed Polish bodies at Katyn. 

“The German story which I did 
not want to believe,” he testified 
“was that those bodies had 
been buried in April or May 
of 1940. I wanted to believe the 
Germans had over-run these Po- 
lish prisoners of war and had 
killed them. I wanted to consider 
the Russians as a friend and an 


y. 
“Yet by observation,” he said, 
he was convinced that the Rus- 
sians had committed the atrocity. 
He said German units did not 
over-run that territory until July 
or August of 1941. 

Lt. Col. Donald B. Stewart, 
who was with Van Vliet at Katyn, 
testified on Oct. 11 that he too 
is “convinced” the Russians killed 


'the Polish officers. 


No Signs of Hard Wear. 

Van Vliet, citing his own expe- 
rience as a war prisoner, said the 
uniforms on the dead Poles were 
of “high quality” and showed no 
signs of hard wear. If the Poles 
had been in fact killed by the 
Germans in 1941, the uniforms 
and shoes would have been well 
worn, he argued, since they would 
have been prisoners since 1939. 

Van Viet said he ‘was certain 
after inspecting the bodies that 
the Germans couldn’t possibly 
have pulled a hoax on the mas- 
sacre. 

He said British officers and 
Stewart, who also were taken on 
the inspection trip, arrived at 
identical - conclusions indepen- 
dently. They all estimated that 
at least 10,000 Poles were killed 
in the forest and their bodies 
thrown into mass graves. 

Van Vliet, called home from 
army duty in Japan to testify, 
told the committee he submitted 
his original report on the massa- 
cre to the Pentagon on May 22, 
1945. 

Following its disappearance, he 
said, he wrote in May 1950 a sec- 
ond report containing the. same 
major facts and conclusions. This

Acting upon authorization of 
the board of directors of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
voted unanimously at a meeting 
yesterday, George C. Smith, pres- 
ident of the organization, ad- 
dressed a letter of protest to the 
election board. He wrote: 

“We respectfully submit that 
the board give further considera- 
tion to this subject and that a 
hew plan be drawn, which will 
meet more nearly the provisions 
of the Missouri constitution.” 

Basis of Protection. 

Protests against the- plan 
adopted by the election board, 
which cuts the city into districts 
that twist and turn like pieces 
of a jigsaw puzzle, have been 
based chiefly on the .contention 
that the constitutional require- 
ments for compactness and near- 
ly equal population of the dis- 
tricts seemingly were ignored.

Paul N. Gray Sur- 
vives Third Plunge in 
Sea — ‘Risked Life 
Enough,’ Admiral Says.

row.” Forthwith he laid plans 
to stop the bravest man in the 
Navy from flying any more low 
level missions against the Chinese 
Communists. 

The man Adm. Perry referred 
to is 35-year-old Comdr. Paul N, 
Gray, St. John, Kan., squadron 
leader of Fighter Squadron 54. 

Gray is completely bald, hand- 
some and apparently without 
fear. He flies the Navy's heavy 
AD fighter-bomber and when he 
takes it off the carrier deck it 
is as heavily loaded as a B-17. 
Gray’s specialty is going in low 
for some North Korean bridge or 
railroad train, flying through 
heavy flak and getting whatever 
he goes after. In the past months 
he has flown nearly a hundred 
missions against some of the 
toughest flak concentrations in the 


world. 
First Dip in Ocean. 


The first time he went into the 
freezing ocean, where exposure 
kills a man in less than 20 min- 
utes, was after a run on Hwach- 
wang where he cut railroad tracks 
to prevent the Communists from 
bringing supplies up to their front 
lines. Missing a succulent locomo- 
tive, he doubled back for a second 
run and as he laid his heavy 
bombs into the target, flak 
smashed his engine. Gray fought 


desperately to reach the sea rather 
than bail out into Communist | 
'hands. He made it and was picked | 

up by a South Korean patrol boat 
which sailed into Wonsan harbor 
to make the rescue. 

A week later Gray spotted a 
cave into which the Communists 
had run their railroad engines 
for protection. His heavy bombs 
could get the engines if he went 
real low, but since their fuses 
were set for high-level work he 
would run the risk of blowing 
himself up, too. He laid his eggs | 
perfectly, then felt his plane shot | 
into the air. 


Lands on Emergency Field. | 


His plane was practically torn | 
apart. This time he figured that 
anything was better than hitting 
the ocean again, so he fought for 
altitude and drifted south to an 
emergency field. 

Four days later Gray came 
back from Korea with 59 holes 
through his crate.

S the moment of decision approaches for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
A vone: in the United States, it looks less and less likely that he 

will be able to leave Europe's defense setup in trim shape if 
and when the Republicans do draft him. 


Perhaps due to pure coincidence, but possibly not entirely so, 


growing interest in the general's presidential prospects has coincided 
with a chain of events calculated to disturb the very vitals of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


Some of them—for instance, 
France's latest economic crisis— 
are the result of long-standing 
difficulties with which neither 
Eisenhower nor any other in- 
dividual could be expected to 
cope. 

Others such as. the recent 
French-German flare-up over the 
Saar reflect lack of that ‘Euro- 
pose spirit” which Ejsenhower 
as constantly preached and 
which his very presence at the 
head of SHAPE has helped to ‘n- 
— on NATO’s European mer- 

rs. 


France Keystone of Setup. 

Refusal of most NATO mem- 
bers to accept recommendations 
made by the NATO committee re- 
garding their future efforis has 
also indicated a feeling of inde 
pendence and lack of team dis- 
cipline which bode no good for 
the day when Eisenhower—-the 
only real strongman in the whole 
NATO organization — may no 
longer be here. 

France’s newest economic crisis 
fs a deadly serious matter from 
NATO’s viewpoint for many rea- 
sons: 

1. Because of its geographical 
position, if for no other reason, 
France is the keystone of western 
European defense. Without its 
ports and its airfields, it would 
be impossible for the Americans 
and British to fight the Ruysians 
on the European continent. Ger- 
many alone would be no S&ubsti- 
tute even in a purely military 
sense. 

2. The current crisis is no mo- 
mentary difficulty. It culminates 
a long period of inflation involv- 
ing a 23.5 per cent price increase 
in the last year. Inflationary 
trends are still continuing, 
threatening labor disturbances, 
periodic government crises and 
general lack of public confidence 
during the critical year to come. 

Lag in Military Build-up. 

3. Because of its financial dif- 
ficulties France has been unable 
to meet its solemn commitments 
toward the defense of western 
Europe. Until recently it was ex- 


pected that by the end of 1951 
it would provide 10 active divi- 
ions in reserve. 

The United States planned to 
give $200,000,000 in economic as 
sistance during the current year 
on the basis of these estimates. 
Later the United States agreed 
to make an additional $400,000,- 
000 available largely in the form 
of payment for services, giving a 
total of $600,000,000. 

Now Frarce, which was unable 
to produce the full 10 divisions 
by the end of 1951, has stated 
privately that it will only be 
able to produce 14 divisions by 
the end of 1952 if it is given an 
additional $100,000,000 in aid by 
the United States. Otherwise the 
total will be eight divisions. 

Setback for German Role. 

4. Because of military weakness 
which results from financial dif- 
ficulties, France is not able to 
contemplate the existence of a 
strong German force in Europe. 

Under the European army 
scheme now blocked by the 
French-German row over the 
Saar, Germany would have 12 
first-class divisions— more than 
France is likely to have on duty 
in Europe within the foreseeable 
» future. 

Thus France's economic diffi- 
culties militate against its accept- 


Eisenhower and the United States 
Government have formally de- 
clared to be essential to Western 
Europe's defense. 

5. In a desperate attempt to 
check its trade deficit, France 
has just reintroduced quotas on 
all imports except raw materials 
and foodstuffs. This undid prac- 
tically all the progress France 
had made toward freeing its for- 
eign trade and toward that “Eu- 
ropean economic integration” of 
which its statesmen have been the 
loudest exponents. 


This move by France in the 
direction of self-discipline comes 
only a few days after Ejisen- 
hower’s latest plea for European 
union. In a sense it adds insult 


to injury.

no connection with the project.” 
The West Germans first de- 
manded NATO membership pub- 
licly as their price for European 
army participation on Jan. 27, at 
the Paris conference of the six 
nations drawing up plans for the 
army. At that time the demand 
was conceded to be a result of 
France’s raising its high commis-

It is linked 
economically to France, however, 
under a temporary Allied agree- 
ment. The Allies have said final 
disposition of the territory must 
await German peace treaty nego- 
tiations.

The latest wrangle over Ger- 
many’s demands came as the 
western Big Three — Britain, 
France and the United States— 
were reported preparing to give 
Adenauer a virtual ultimatum to 
speed up the lagging talks on the 
West German peace contract. 


The contract is‘meant to give 
West Germany almost complete 
independence and abolish the Al- 
lied High Commission. In return 
the Germans are to supply a 12- 
division army for western de- 
fense, 


Informed sources said the three 
high commissioners will tell Ade- 
nauer more progress must be 
made right away or the whole 
plan for both German quasi-sov- 
ereignty and the creation of 
strong Western defenses will be 
endangered. 


The high commissioners—John 
J. McCloy of the United States, 
Andre Francois-Poncet of France 
and Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick of 
Britain—scheduled a meeting with 
Adenauer today. It was their 
fourteenth since negotiations for 
the peace contract began last 
September. 


It is generally agreed that, by 
entering the New Hampshire pri- 
mary at the last minute, Senator 
Taft has transformed it into a 
crucial test not of his own but of 
Eisenhower's str2ngth.

There are others who are convinced that the 
defense program is taking form much too slowly. 
The problem is to find the safest course be- 
tween the two—a course that will build up an 
adequate defense as soon as possible without 
wrecking the economies out of which the de- 
fense materials and costs must come. 

Britain and France are the largest powers 
which share the NATO responsibility with the 
United States. Americans generally doubt that 
the French and British Governments are con- 
tributing all they can to the task of containing 
Communism in Europe. In all probability they 
could do more than they are doing. 

Yet France is fighting—and has been ever 
since the end of World War IJ]—in Indochina. 


‘It has troubles in Tunisia and elsewhere over- 


seas. Britain, of the austerity life, has commit- 
ments in Egypt, in the Middie East, Malaya and 
other places. Both have military forces in Ger- 
many. 

This situation makes the applications of Tur- 
key and Greece for membership in NATO look 
all the more desirable. Turkey and Greece are 
remote in miles from -the Atlantic and yet their 
defense interests are bound up in what NATO 
is able to achieve. 

Moreover, from the American standpoint, 
there is the important prospect that admission 
of these two nations would add ‘more than 
500,000 trained troops to the Western defense 
forces. Soldiers of both nations have fought 
valorously in Korea, the Turks especially so. 

The protocol inviting Turkey and Greece into 
NATO has been passed by the Senate once, but 
is now up again on a legislative technicality. 
Chairman Connally of the Foreign Relations 
Committee is working for final adoption. _ The 
sooner approval is effective the quicker it should 
be possible to put these muscles and sinews on 
Gen, Eisenhower’s framework of bare bones. 
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Odd Spot for Regionalism 

Senator Hoey predicts opposition to the Presi- 
dent’s plan to reorganize the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, and raises a peculiar objection to it.

Having for many weeks contended that United 
States Steel cannot afford to pay any wage in- 
crease, President Benjamin F. Fairless is now 
contending that it is the United States Govern- 
ment which cannot afford it. | 

Mr. Fairless says that if his company grants 
a wage increase without raising prices, the taxes 
it pays the Government would be reduced, and 
this if widely duplicated would seriously impair 
Treasury revenues. ' 

Here is a rather surprising switch. We cannot 
recall anybody else contending so frankly that 
prices must be kept high in order to make sure 
of meeting the Government's need for revenue. 
And somehow U.S. Steel has never presented 
itself heretofore as an eager tax collector, anx- 
ious to turn in the largest possible amount of 
dollars to the Federal Treasury, and disappointed 
at any development which might reduce its an- 
nual contribution. 

This fascinating self-portrait of U.S. Steel 
should be hung in the large gallery of earlier 
self-portraits—no two alike—already presented 
to the public. Meanwhile for anybody who be- 
lieves that stabilization policy has some other 
purpose than the generation of satisfactory tax 
collections, Mr. Fairless has made an important 
point. By admitting that more than four fifths 
of a wage increase would eome out of taxes, and 
only a small portion out of profits, he has 
greatly weakened his own argument that prices 
must rise if wages rise at all. 

How big any wage increase can or should be 
is, of course; another matter. The Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board must consider not only what one steel 
corporation can pay, but what general standards 
of wages will best hold the line against inflation 
in all industries. :

The reason it was not done 
very well is, as The Times of 
London said after Mr. Church- 
ill’s statement to Parliament, that 
“the policies of Britain and the 
United States are still far apart, 
and that no real agreement has 
been reached except to wait upon 
events, strive for a truce and to 
consult together in an emer- 
gency.” 


No Conflict on Far East. 


Undoubtedly The Times is right 
that there is no real agreement 
about the Far East. The ques- 
tion is whether a real agreement 
is impossible. I do not believe it 
is impossible. With lucidity and 
the courage to speak plainly on 
both sides of the Atlantic it 
should be quite possible, 

Agreement is possible, I would 
contend, because the vital inter- 
ests of the’ United States and 
Great Britain do not conflict in 
the Far East. There is nothing 
that is British in the Far East 
which we want. There is nothing 
American that the British want. 
Our disagreements must be due 
to a muddle of cross purposes 
whieh the two governments have 
not cleared up.

Shall’ Red China be represented 
in the U.N.? The answer is “not 
while she is at war with the U.N. 
in Korea, not while there is the 
threat of war on the Indochinese 
frontier, but yes, if and when 
Red China makes peace with the 


N. 

What about Formosa? The 
proper answer is that the future 
of Formosa can be settled only 
in a treaty of peace which covers 
all the Far Eastern issues. Until 
then, we shall protect and neu- 
tralize Formosa. 


No China War Wanted. 


There is not much doubt that 
if this were the declared Ameri- 
can attitude, our disagreements 
with Britain would become easily 
manageable, and so in fact would 
our differences with our allies in 
Europe and with the large inde- 
pendent nations of Asia. 

Nor is there much doubt that 
the great mass of the American 
people would support a policy 
which is so prudent, so reason- 
able, so fair—if only it were 
stated plainly to them. There are

His Emotions

His examinations were all over. 
Largely at Paul's own insistence, 
they included E.K.G.’s, X-rays, 
and other tests.

How long have I got to 
live?”

OR CONSIDER Clara Jones. 
She came into the examining 
room all aquiver, literally shaking. 

After a complete examination, 
as well as X-rays and other labo- 
ratory tests, do you know what 
was wrong with her? She was 
scared sick thinking she had can- 
cer. A favorite uncle of hers had 
just died of it. She cared for 
him in his final illness. 

Because of her exhaustion. she 
had had a few symptoms, They 
made her more afraid she might 
have something serious. The fear 
caused more symptoms. They 
made her more afraid. As a re- 
sult, a vicious circle of fear- 
symptoms-fear was born. This is 
called a neurosis. In Clara’s case, 
you could term it a cancer neu- 
rosis. 

If she had been able to talk 
about her fear instead of bottling 
it up inside herself, the symp- 
toms probably would have sub- 
sided. Then her fear might have 
lessened, and the whole trouble 
would have stopped. But Clara 
couldn’t talk about her own fears 
or angers. She was one of those 
people who either bottle their 
feelings up entirely or blow their 
tops.

THERE ARE other examples of 
neurosis — almost as many as 
there are people. What is a neu- 
rosis? You hear a lot about peo- 
ple being neurotic. What does it 
mean? 

A neurotic is a man or woman 
who is victimized by his emo- 
tions and past experiences, They 
return on him again and again, 
against his will, to produce fear 
or physical symptoms. The past 
experiences were often misunder- 
stood in the first place, as in the 
case of Paul Phillips, 

Treatment of ordinary neurosis 
consists of helping the victim re- 
consider the causative situation. 
When Clara Jones found nothing 
physically wrong with her body 
and expressed her fears, she could 
then see the real truth. 

Many people have some kind 
of neurosis. With the help of an 
understanding personal physician, 
many of them can be relieved. 

Very generally, a neurosis is 
any form of nervousness. It is a 
minor conflict between mind and 
emotions without much change in 
personality. When severe, it can 
show up as physical symptoms. 
Suppressed guilt feelings, often 
wrongly set off in childhood, often 
underly neuroses,

One and one-fourth cups sifted 
cake flour, one and one-half 
cups sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon baking powder, 
one-half cup egg yolks (6 medium), 
one-fourth cup water, one tea- 
spoon almond extract, one tea- 
spoon cream of tartar, three- 
fourth cup egg whites (6 medium). 

Mix and sift flour, one-cup of 
the sugar, salt and baking powder. 
Combine egg yolks, water and 
flavoring, and stir into first mix- 
ture. Beat with electric mixer one 
minute, or with rotary beater sev- 
eral minutes. Add cream of tartar 
to egg whites and beat until soft 
peaks form. Add remaining one- 
half cup sugar gradually, while 
beating until mixture is very stiff. 
Fold egg yolk mixture gradually 
into the egg whites. Bake in 10- 
inch tube pan in moderate oven 
(350 degrees Fahrenheit) 40 to 50 
minutes. Invert pan on rack and 
let cool one hour. Remove from 
pan, frost and decorate as desired. 

Old-Fashiened Sponge Cake. 


One cup sifted cake flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, thrae eggs, 
one cup sugar, one-fourth cup 
water, one teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract or one teaspoon grated or- 
ange rind. i 

Mix and sift flour with baking 
powder and salt. Break egg in 
bowl, add sugar and beat until 
very light and fluffy. Add water 

- and vanilla extract or orange rind, 
and beat again. Fold in flour 
gradually. Bake in well-greased 
eight-inch square pan in moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) about 35 
minutes, or in small greased muf- 
fin pans about 20 minutes. Yield: 
One square or about two dozen 
small cup cakes.

ULTURE simply oozed out of

Members Formed Party Intelligentsia, Directed Thinking of Others — Author Is Asked to Testify

another for doctors; cells for col- 
lege professors, including one at 
Harvard and one at M.LT.; a 
cell for social workers, and a cell 
of phony ministers, a few of 
whom were ordained. In all, it 
was estimated, that Pro-group 
membership in the Boston area 
numbered about 80 persons, in 
addition to which there were a 
few Pro-group floaters. There 
were some 15 Pro-group cells. 

The Pro-group operated with 
almost complete independence 
from the district leadership. Ma- 
jor party directives were passed 
to the group directly from the 
Communist party national head- 
quarters in New York.

HE members of the Pro-group 
T represented the intelligentsia, 

the part intelligentsia as dis- 
tinguished from that ofthe bour- 
geoisie. They were the vanguard 


of the vanguard. Their mission | 


as a group, through individual in- 
fluence in their communities, 
businesses, professions, civic or- 
ganizations and local govern- 
ments, was to direct the thinking 
on all issues toward the tenets of 
Marxism-Leninism and _ toward 
conclusion that would aid the 
Communist party. 

Many of the Pro-group’s offen- 
sives to win men’s minds were 
dramatic. Henry A. Wallace was 
brought to Boston for a major 
radio address in his 1948 Presi- 
dential campaign. A copy of his 
speech came into the offices of 
the Progressive party on Beacon 
Hill the day before-the event, and 
ultimately found its way into the 
hands of my business man friend 
from the pro-cell. He regarded 
the speech as woefully inade- 
quate, fuzzy and confused. My 
friend called me at my office and 
asked me to hurry over. I] sat 
down with him for more than 
two hours, and worked over Wal- 
lace’s phraseology. My friend re- 
wrote the speech, during the 
night, and by noon the follow- 
ing day it was mimeogfaphed. 
Whether Wallace had time to 
read it before the broadcast I 
never knew. But in any event, 
comrades in the Pro-group were 
delighted with the speech as it 
was given. 


The Pro-group worked most in- 
tensively on the Progressive par- 
ty’s campaign for Henry A. Wal- 
lace, which was one of its major 
activities during the period of my 
membership. We were under 
strict orders to maintain secrecy 
as to Communist party participa- 
tion in the affairs of the organi- 
zation. On Sunday, Feb. 8, 1948, 
the state convention of the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America was 
held in Boston to draw up a reso- 
lution, later to be transformed 
into the platform of the Progres- 
sive party. A glance at the plat- 
form is the best evidence of Com- 
munist influence. 

It called for complete rejection 
of the Marshall Plan for strength- 
ening Western Europe; the with- 
drawal of all military personnel, 
equipment and aid from Greéce 
and Turkey on whose borders 
Communist pressure was con- 
stantly applied; the rejection of

Universal Military Training and 
drastic reduction of military ex- 
penditures to an “absolute mini- 
mum”; support of “democratic” 
China; repeal of President Tru- 
man’s loyalty order and “revoca- 
tion” of the power of the FBI. 

The FBI queried me, “Where 
do these orders come from? Who 
gives them?” In my cell they usu- 
ally came from Martha Fletcher, 
the cell leader. They came to 
Martha from “Jan,” who re- 
ceived them by courier from New 
York. 


Another skilled career man 
whom I knew in the Pro-group 
worked in the heart of Boston’s 
financial district and had ready 
access to facts and figures. 

One of the Pro-group members 
managed to get himself a post on 
the governor’s study commission 
for the drafting of a Fair Em- 
ployment Practices law. 


In Boston there is an organiza- 
tion. known as the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Association, considered to be 
a respectable liberal group with 
a 55-year history in the communi- 
ty. On March 25, 1947, at 3 Joy 
street in Boston, ‘Philip Jaffe and 
Julian Freidman gave a “Report 
on China” and on “China’s Peo- 
ple Today.” 

Dirk Jan Struik, professor of 
mathematics at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, assisted in 
the project, and the speakers 
were obtained by way of Maude 
Russell’s “Committee for a Demo- 
cratic Far Eastern Policy,” an or- 
ganization listed by the United 
States Attorney General as sub- 
versive. 

One of the most active fronts 
in Boston was the Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee. It 
was a favorite fund-raising proj- 
ect of the party, playing with 
elaborate virtuosity upon the sym- 
pathies of ordinary citizens for 
the victims of the defeated Fas- 
cist armies. The list of sponsors 
of this group revealed a remark- 
able absence of known Commu- 
nist party members, which would 
make it appear the Communists 
had been deliberately blackballed.

of awful bad singing. No won- 
der the paint on the metal soon 
starts to peel. 

The first thing to do in such 
a situation is to remove all the 
loose paint and any rust that 
might have made its appearance 
on the metal.

The 
cause of the flurry was a warn- 
ing from O. John Rogge, former 
special assistant to the Attorney 
General, that Attorney General 
Tom Clark was preparing to use 
a New York grand jury investiga- 
tion on subversive activities as a 
springboard for the launching of 
a new series of raids against the 
Communist party. 

The top brass scrambled. for 
cover. District leaders fled the 
Little Building headquarters and 
ran into hiding out of the city, 
taking the party’s important rec- 
ords with them. The tipoff said 
that the raids would take place 
Nov. 17, and it was not until sev- 
eral days after that date that the 
party relaxed its vigilance and 


sheepishly emerged from the. 


bushes. No one ever explained 
this raid which did not come off. 

If there was propaganda ma- 
terial for me to pick up for de- 
velopment, a rendezvous was ar- 
ranged at a soda fountain. I 
purchased a copy of The Boston 
Globe, entered the drug store, 
and took a stool next to the party 
courier who had a copy of the 
Globe on the counter beside him. 
I placed my paper next to his, 
and after a brief interval he 
picked up my copy and departed. 
When I finished my coffee, I took 
the remaining Globe, the folds of 
which later yielded the source 
material for a party pamphlet or

It was this firebrand—ostensi- 
bly a youth leader in the Unitari- 
an Church in Massachusetts, an 
associate director of American 
Unitarian Youth, a fiery cam- 
paigner for the Progressive party, 
and a diligent worker in many 
other organizations, a brilliant, 
persuasive, and bewitching young 
woman—who became the chair- 
man of our pro-cell. 

After e conclusion of our 
studies on the state and revolu- 
tion, Prof. Dirk Struik of M.LT. 
came to a meeting at Peg Gil- 
bert’s in Cambridge to give us a 
summation. In a two-hour ha- 
rangue, Dr. Struik analyzed the 
conditions for socialism and rev- 
olution in almost every nation 
in the world. 

On July 20, 1948, the Federal 
Grand Jury in New York slapped 
conspiracy indictments against 
the 12 top leaders of the Commu- 
nist party including Chairman 
William Z. Foster.

It goes without saying that 
West “had his nerve with him” 
to double three no-trump—as far 
as his hand was concerned, the 
enenity might make a slam! Yet, 
on the bidding, the double was 
not nearly as risky as it looked. 

North, after showing the values 
for a two-over-one response, had 
backed away from a game con- 
tract in no-trump. He had not 
only refused to bid two no-trump, 
himself, when South showed both 
majors, but had declined to raise 
South's two-no-trump venture to 
game. Thus, it was almost sure 
that North could not redouble if 
West doubled, and as for South— 
the three-no-trump bid must have 
been speculative, because if South 
had had the hand for it he would 
have jumped to three no-trump 
over two diamonds, without giv- 
ing North the chance to pass at 
two hearts. 

In short, West’s “ear for the 
bidding” was more trustworthy 
than a straight appraisal of his 
own holding could be.
